President Wilson and the cabinet over the international problems with 
iexpect to Germany and Mexico confronting the United States, preparation 
ol a second note to Germany was. begun and a warning to the factions in 
Mexico \vas completed. 


Xo announcement wn«s made further than that the president's state- 


ment warning the Mexican leaders to. improve conditions will be made 
public tomorrow morning. 


All the cabinet officers were especially reserved over what had been 


said about Germany's reply to the Lusitania note. It was generally un- 
derstood that while no final conclusion was reached, the president lis- 
tening to a varied expression of views, the government's course would be 
shaped by tonight or tomorrow at the White House, where the final de- 
cision on foreign policies must rest during the adjournment of congress. 


The prevailing belief after the cabinet meeting was that a note, 


probably ver> brief, would be dispatched to Germany, asking whether the 
imperial government intends by its answer to disregard fundamental prin- 
ciples of international law. 
If Germany's answer indicates an unwilling- 


ness to reoosorize what have hitherto been regarded universally as ac- 
cepted principles of international law, based on customs and laws of hu- 
manity, the United States probably \\ill sever diplomatic relations with 
Germany. That view found expression in quarters close to the 
White 


House and was looked upon at, the most plausible trend of the Ameri- 
can government's polic>. 


When Count Bernstorff, the German ambassador sees President "Wil- 


son tomorrow,' unless he brings some new proposal differing from the re- 
plj signed bj Hew von Jagow, the German foreign minister, it was be- 
lieved todaj in it ell-informed quarters that his visit will not affect the 
character of the new American note, although the president's personal 
vie«s, 
it 
was 
thought, would be impressed upon the ambassador 


and might have some influence in Berlin on the reception of the forth- 
coming communication.

his government, because of difficulty 
in communication. The reply then is 
expected to go forward on Thursday 
or Friday. 


The outward calm 
in executive 


quarters, however, emphasized

deep consideration and earnest atten- 
tion which President Wilson and his 
advisers are giving to the situation.

commutation. 


Fred Morris, one of the 
speakers, 


was interrupted by T. K. Patterson, a 
member of the commission, who said- 


"Judge Roan, in his letter, said he 


doubted Frank's guilt. He thought a 
man ought not to De hanged unless 
(he jury, tho judge and the jury wero 
satisfied of the man's guilt and Judgt- 
Roan was not satisfied." 


A letter written by the late Judge 


L. S. Roan, who presided at Leo M. 
Frank's trial, urging executive clem- 
ency for Frank, was presented at the 
opening session Monday of the hear- 
ing on Frank's application for com- 
mutation of sentence before the state 
prison commission. 
The leter, dated 


in December, 1914, was addressed 


to Luther Zerosser and Reuben R. 
Arnold, Frank's principal counsel at- 
his trial. 
Judge Roan died in New 


York last March. 
The letter said: 


"After considering your 
commu- 


nication asking that I 
recojnmend 


clemency in the punishment of Leo 
M. Frank, I wish to say that at tbe 
proper time I shall ask the prison 
commission to recommend and the 
governor to commute Frank's sen- 
tence to life imprisonment. * * * 


"It is possible that I showed tin* 


due deference to tbe opinion of the 
jury in this case when 
I 
allowed 


their verdict to stand. They said by 
their verdict that they had found, tbe 
truth. 
I was still in a state of un- 


certainty and so expressed 
myself. 


Mv search for the truth, though dili- 
gent and earnest, had not been so 
successful. 


"In the exercise of judicial dis- 


cretion, restricted and limited ac- 
cording to my interpretation of tb* 
decisions of the reviewing court, I 
allowed the verdict to remain undis- 
turbed. I had no way of knowing It 
was erroneous. 


"After many months of continued 


deliberation t am still uncertain of 
Frank's guilt.

The New Monroe Doctrine. 


It is evident that the other Ameri- 


can republics, alter long distrust and 
tear of our Monroe doctrine, have 


finally made up their minds that it 
is sincerely designed for their pro- 
tection and not t'or our aggrandize- 
ment. And what is more, they seem 
ready to join with us in asserting its 
principles. 
The 
original 
doctrine, 


enunciated nearly 100 
years ago. 


when this country was powerless to 
enforce it. is now 
evolving into 
a 


broader and nobler doctrine upheld 
nor only by our 100,000.000 people 
but by all the republics of Xorth and 
South 
America. 
Under 
such 


auspices, the policy gains enormous- 
ly in ett'ectiveness. 


The address 
of Senor 
Santiago 


Triana of Colombia along this line at 
the American financial conference in 
Washington was significant. 


"We Americans." he 
said, 
amid 


general applause, "must be prepared 
to make the inviolability of our con- 
tinent stronger every day. Let 
us 


take the shadow of distrust away. 
Let the nations of this continent con- 
sider that every man's home 
is 


sacred and every man's country is 
sacred, and that the borders of the 
respective nations shall be consider- 
ed as sacred and never be conquered 
by the force of arms. 


"From the high summit of execu- 


tive power (referring 
to 
President 


Wilson's speech) it has been declar- 
ed in this conference that honesty 
and not convenience should 
guide 


the policy of nations. 
That is the 


flag of right that we should hold 
aloft as the flag of this continent 
Then we can tell all the other na- 
tions of the world that they may 
come to our fertile valleys, but as 
peaceful multitudes and not as con- 
querors." 


The nations of North -and South 


America seem destined to hang to- 
gether in this manner, not only fo> 
the protection of their own interests 
but for an example to the Old World. 
The co-operative Pan-American Mon- 
roe doctrine means that we shall re- 
spect the rights of Europe and Asia 
as we expect them to respect Ameri- 
can rights; it means, too, that all 
Americans, North 
and 
South, 
will 


stand together not only in guarding 
their own peculiar rights, but in up- 
holding a new international ideal- 
ism. 


If Pan-American co-operation con- 


tinues to evolve along 
its 
present 


lines, when the war is over Europe 
will have a good model on which to 
shape the new peaceful federation 
of nations that is desired by nearly 
every thinking man in that war-torn 
continent. 


A judge at White Plains, N. 
Y., 


has adopted the innovation of mak- 
ing every new citizen take his oath 
of allegiance with one hand on a 
Bible and another clasping an Amer- 
ican flag. It's not a bad idea. 


It is reported that Charles Mocker, 


the condemned New York police lieu-

paring to "tell it all." One version 
of Ins rumored recital has it that he 
\\ill explain why lie did not go on the 
witness stand. 
At the first trial it 


io represented that he teared stories 
of graft might be introduced to con- 
found the defense. 
At the second 


he was so confident of weakness in 
tho state's case that he didn't con- 
sider it worth while. 
He still pro- 


tests his innocence and declares time 
will prove it. 


While it is within possibilities that 


to speak out at this time may save 
Becker from the fate which befel his 
accessories 
in the assassination of 


Rosenthal. says the Pittsburg Gazette 
Times, it is clear that his resolution 
is sadly belated. 
Continuing 
the 


Times says: 
If he is innocent cer- 


tainly he could have feared nothing, 
as a result of testifying in his o\\v 
defense, that could be worse than 
the penalty he has been sentenced to 
pay on July 12. 
If he is guilty or not 


he could have been of immense serv- 
ice to the state, and he might have 
saved the commonwealth much time 
and money, by telling the truth when 
New York was hunting high and lo\\ 
to find out just what the facts were 
The trouble with Becker is that he 
has been contumacious throughout. 
Even aside from the effort to save 
his precious neck his whole course 
has been turned toward the defeat o; 
justice rather than its administra- 
tion. 
The evidence of his guilt has 


been supported by his attitude dur- 
ing all the months since July. IP 1-. 
If he now proposes to make a state- 
ment and will go into details of con- 
ditions leading up to the crime for 
which he has been convicted he is 
probably still in position to be of use 
to the authorities of the city and 
the state of New York, wholly apart 
from the merits of his own case. Yet 
a? late as Wednesday of last week 
he was quoted as saying: "If I have 
to die I want to die game." 


This is carrying the folly of Beck- 


er's life right down to his death. He 
was more or less "game" as a police 
lieutenant, but 
the 
defect 
in 
his 


philosophy and standards is that he 
is helplessly mixed in his compre- 
hension of what to be truly "game" 
means. There are occasions when to 
be just commonly honest and truth- 
ful implies qualities infinitely pref- 
erable to the illusions of gameness.

FRATERNITIES 
IS HELD VALID 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Washington, June 1.— Constitution- 


ality of the Mississippi anti-fraternity 
law was upheld today by the supreme 
court, without dissent. 


The first case to come before the 


supreme court involving the constitu- 
tionality of a state anti-fraternity law 
was that of J. P. Waugh, who sought 
admission to the University of Missis- 
sippi. 
Waugh was a member of Kappa Sig- 


ma fraternity 
at 
Millsaps College, 


.Miss. In 1912, he applied for admis- 
sion to the law school of the Univer- 
sity of Mississippi, 'but 
was 
denied 


admittance because he refused to sign 
an "anti-fraternity pledge" not to aid 
the organization or perpetuation of 
any fraternity while a member of the 
university. He filed a suit to compel 
ihe universities to admit him, con- 
tending that the anti-fraternity law 
enacted by the state of Mississippi in 
1912 was unconsitutional. 


One of the grounds on which the 


law was attacked originally was that 
it barred Greek letter fraternities, in 
themselves harmless institutions, from 
the state university. This point wa1; 
not urged before the supreme court. 
The law was attacked on the ground 
that it worked discriminations as to 
honors, diplomas and distinctions as 
between students in the university at 
the time the law was passed and those 
fraternity members who later became 
students at the university. 


The supreme court today declined 


to release Alonzo J. Peviro and Chas 
Pi'eift'er from the Leavenworth peni- 
tentiary, after having served a term 
for "forcibly breaking into'' the post- 
office at Powell, Franklin county, O., 
in 1911. They asked release on 
the 


ground thai they could not be com- 
pelled to serve one term for brealcing 
into the postoffice and a further and 
cumulative sentence for stealing pro- 
perty—'both offenses part of the same 
transaction. 


The conviction of a Lowellville, O., 


liquor dealer for taking orders 
in 


Hillsville, Pa., in violation 
of 
the 


Pennsylvania law, was set aside to- 
day by the supreme 
court 
as 
im- 


prouer interference with 
interstate 


commerce, as the case arose before 
the passage of the \Vebb-Kenyon law 
ar.d that statute was not considered. 


The supreme court today permit- 


ted the government to petition for 
mandamus requiring Judge Killits of 
the federal district court at Toledo. 
Ohio, to show cause why his suspen- 
sion of the sentence of imprisonment 
imposed on James J. Henahan for 
violation of the banking laws should 
net be set aside. 
The government 


challenges the right of the judge to 
suspend a criminal sentence.
